Senator COMYN had given notice to add a 
new section, with the object of enabling the 
parents of an infant under the age of sixteen 
years, whose death had been caused by the 
default of a person using a mechanically pro- 
pelled vehicle, to recover damages for the loss 
of such infant. 

He said that he understood that the sec- 
tion would not be acceptable to the Minister 
in the present bill. He would withdraw the 
amendment, and at a later stage he would 
introduce @ special bill covering the whole 
subject, 

The Committee stage of the bill was then 
passed, and the Report stage was fixea for 
next Wednesday week.

RED INDIANS’ EARS. 


KEEN HEARING THEORY 
REFUTED 


The theory that all Red Indians have such 
keen ears that they could detect the presence 
of an enemy lurking far away in the bushes 
is disputed by a scientist of the Smithsonian 
Institution here. He-declares that many Red 
Indians. were deaf. ' 

Aiter studying a large number of old 
Indian skuils, the expert found that this 
deafness affected about thirty per cent. of the 
Indians throughout large parts of North 
America.

Mr. Kenneth Richardson, a clerk, 
employed by a local transport company, 
who was in the bank, said that there was 
a sudden rush. . 

“ When I looked round I saw three men 
with revolvers. One shouted: * Up with 
your hands, all of you, and keep still. 
Now kneel down and put your hands 
behind yov’ We did this, and then 
suddenly someone grabbed me from behind 
and tied me up with a cord from ‘the 
window. | : 

“I was thrown to the floor and left 
lying, when one man fell over me, with 
his face streaming with blood. 


POLICE ARRIVE. 


‘The cashiers attempted to defend 
themselves by throwing bags of copper 
and silver at the intruders. Then the 
situation changed, for the police began to 
arrive.” 

After the police had arrived it was 
noticed that there was a pool of blood on 
the floor of the bank, and the window of 
an inner door had been broken. 

It has not yet been possible to ascertain 
whether any money is missing. 

Mr. George Tucker, who left the bank 
just before the hold-up, said that the men 
must have watched htm come out. 

One cashier, Mr. P. H. Harrison, was 
hurt. He received cuts. 


MANAGER'S DESCRIPTION, 


The manager of the bank stated that 
three men walked into the bank, each hold- 
ing a revolver, 

“There was one shot, but it must have 
becn a blank shot,” he said. ‘‘ If we had 
known what was on, those fellows would 
not have had an earthly chance.’’ 

It is stated that as soon as the men 
enteied the bank they vaulted over the 
counter before the staff realised their in- 
tentions, and began to fill their pockets 
with cash and notes.

TRYING TO MAKE DEAD 
TALK. 


WEIRD NEW GUINEA . 
CUSTOM. 


A weird New Guinea certmony—‘' beating 
the dead “has been described by the Kev. 
A. J. Thompson, a missionary who has 
arrived in Sydney. '“ It is almost impossible,” 
he says, “fo ‘convince the natives of New 
Guinea thet anyone died a natural death, 
and, conseyjuently, they chag to their death 
customs most tenaciousiy.’’ 

-Mr. Thompson relates (states Reuter) that 
the custom ot ‘beating the dead is frequently 
seen at villages near hie mission at Wanigela, 
about 150 iniles froni Samarai, for whenever 
ea member of the tribe died someone was 
blamed, ‘ihe body was held aloft by natives, 
and the chief armed himself with a long stick, 
and stood beside it. The body was supposed 
to be sleeping, and capable of giving informa- 
tion under special conditions, although it was 


dead. to ordinary tribesmen. : | 
The chief gave the sharp blows at 
intervals, and after each blow. he said the 


name of one of the villagers. Jt was supposed 
that the body would recognise the name of 
the person who had caused his death, and 
would move. ‘The bearers seldom failed to 
wove, and impartial observers believed that 
the custom was a convenient means whereby 
unpopular members of the tribe were disposed 
of. in earlier days the man held to be guilty 
was speaced out of hand, but the administra- 
tion had Jatterly prevented bloodshed. 

However, the man believed guilty by this 
method was still treated roughly and insulted 
by all members of the tribe. :

WEIRD NEW GUINEA .

A weirl New Guinea ceremony—' beating 
the dead '—has been described by the Kev. 
A. J. Thompson, a missionary wlio has 
arrived in Sydney, '“' It is almost impossible,” 
he says, “‘to convince the natives of New 
Guinea that anyone died a natural death, 
and, conseyuently, they cling to theb: death 
customs most tenaciously.” 

Mr. Thompson relates (states Reuter) that 
the custom ot beating the dead is frequently 
seen at villuges near hie mission at Wanigela, 
avout 150 iniles froni Samarai, for whenever 
a member of the tribe died someoae was 


‘blamed, ‘ithe body was held aloft by iatives, 


and the chief armed himself with a long stick, 
and stood beside it, ‘The body was sipposed 
to be sleeping, and capable of giving raforma- 


tion under special conditions, although it. was | 


dead to ordinary tribesmen. | báis, 

The chief gave the y sharp blows at 
intervals, pc after each blow he» said the 
name of one of the villagers. 1t was sipposed 
that the body would recognise the name of 
the person who had caused his death, and 
would move. ‘The bearers seldom filed to 
wove, and impartial observers believed that 
the custom was a convenient means whereby 
unpopular members of the tribe were «lispo: 
of. In earlier days the man held to be guilty 
was speared out of hand, but the adnrnistra- 
tion had Jatterly prevented bloodshed. 

However, the man believed guilty by this 
method was still treated roughly and insulted 
by all members of the tribe.

Mr, Duggan had actively connected 
with the commercial life of Kilkenny for 
rearly half a century, and was one of the 
most prominent figures in the drapery trade. 
A man of enterprise and business capacity, 
ne catried on a large retail and wholesale 
business over sevéral counties. He was twice 
married. His second wife is a daughter of 
the late Mr. John Fitzgerald, M.P. There 
are four sons in the business. One of them, 
Mr. John G, Duggan, was Mayor of Kil- 
kenny during the year in which the Freedom 
of the City was conferred on the Papal 
Nuncio, Another son, Mr. Thomas Duggan, 
after leaving Clongowes, was reading for the 
Bar when the Great War broke out; he got 
a Commission in an Irish regiment and was 
killed in action. | 

The late Mr. Duggan was throughout his 
life a constitutional Nationalist.. He was 
urged on various occasions to become a 
member of the Irish. Parliamentary Party. 
but his extensive business connections left 
him little time for politics. He was a close 
ersonal friend of the late Mr. T. M. Healy, 
rst Governor-General of the Irish Free State, 
and his personal political friends also in- 
cluded Mr. John E. Redmond and Captain 
Willie Redmond. He resigned his Commis- 
sion of the Peace with many other Kilkenny 
City and county - magistrates during the 
Anglo-Irish war.

Ghe Salamander. 


Is the legend of the salamander still 
current in Ireland? asks a Yorkshire cor- 
respondent, adding that in his boyhood 
in Belfast it was quite generally believed 
among the poorer classes that wherever a 
fire had been burning continuously for 
seven years a salamander leaned from it 
and spread alarm and consternation. He 
goes on to tell me that the other day te 
saw a fire which has been continuously 
alight for 152 years. It is in a farinhouse 
at -Saltersgate, on the Yorkshire moors, 
near Whitby. The fire was first lighted 
in 1801, and has never been out since. 
One family occupied the house’ for almost 
the whole of the nineteenth century, and 
their successors have maintaimed the fire, 
which is now one of the sights of the 
district. It is a peat fire, my. correspon- 
dent tells me, and it was roaring away 
nrerrily when he saw it. There ought, of 
course, if all legends are trustworthy, to 
be eighteen salamanders at the farmhouse 
now, and another should arrive next year ; 
but the occupants of the house say that 
they have never seen any of these 
engaging creatures. 


Not Fireproof. 


The salamander is not a legendary 
creature, as some people imagine. It is a 
tailed amphibian of the newt family, and 
is met with in Europe and Asia Minor ; 
but it has the curious distinction that, 
though a creature actually existent, - it 
figures in fable as the spirit of fire. Its 
companions, the spirits of air and earth, 
are respectively the sylph and the gnome, 
and are both imaginary. Probably be- 
cause of its legendary character, the sala- 
mander has been much feared, and has 
been quite erroneously credited with 
poisonous qualities. 
hapless creature has suffered a good deal 
from its supposed immunity from injury 
by fire. “There was quite a practice in 
former days of throwing unfortunate 
Salamanders into the. flames to test 
whether they were proof.. Even old-time 
scientific investigators admit to having 
done this, an experiment of the sort being 
recorded in “ The Philosophical Transac- 
tions “” of 1716. 


Ghe .Academy of Letters. 


I hear that three vacant places in the 
Irish Academy of Letters are about to be 
filled. Some of the original members have 
refused to join the Academy, and George 
Moore, who was one of its most distin- 
guished Irterary supporters, has died. 
Naturally, the problem of filling three 
places is .causing much searchings of 
heart ; but I understand that three names 
are fairly certain to be accepted. The 
first is that of Shan Bullock, the Ulster 
novelist, whose claims have been advanced 
so forcibly in Motley by Mr. P. S. 

The next is that of Mr. Shane 
Leslie, who has writter some charming 
books ; and the third is that of Mr. Ernest 
Boyd, the literary critic, who has been in 
the United States since the War, but 
formerly was well known in the Plunkett 
circle in Dublin. 1 belicve that the name 
of Miss Alice Milligan also. has been 
before the selectors; but it is pretty 
certain that Messrs. Bullock, Leslie and 
Boyd will be chosen. I cannot understand 
why Richard Rowley has been ignored. 
He certainly is as good a poet as many of 
those who have heen elected to member- 
ship and is considerably better than some. 
He also happens to be a man of unusual 
modesty, unversed in the gentle art of log- 
rolling, and a complete child in matters-of 
“ publicity.” 


Nettles. 


The Academy. of Letters. 
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I am afraid thel 
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| take the juice of pounde red-stalked 
nettles, and boil it with an equal quantity 
of strained honey, and to admimister 
a teaspoonful several times a day. This 
was tried with success, and there was no 
further trouble with the lung, This syrup 
has a sharp, fig-like flavour, not disagree- 
able. I also have seen nettles cooked and 
served on squares of toast like spinach. 
These were of the green-stalked variety, 
so uncomfortably plentiful in our hedge- 
rows. They are far more tender and juicy 
than those with the hard red stalks, 


Gea Lane. 


The names of so many streets in Ireland 
have been changed within the past few 
years that Celbridge’s Tea lane may now 
b2 known as something quite different. 
Originally the name was. I am told, 
English row, and its later title was a nick 
‘name; but in Ireland it is the nickname 
that remains when the more correct title 
has been lost for want of usage. When a 
certain Mr. Shaw brought his Fnglish 
millhands to the little town of Celbridge 
a long time ago he built for them a row 
of cottages that was then called English 
row. The backs of these cottages were 
very close to the Church lane houses, and 
one may be sure the English housewives 
were watched attentively. At that time 
tea was practically unknown by the poorer 
people of Ireland, the nrice being six- 
pence for an ounce; but the “foreigners ”’ 
seemed to drink it at almost every meal. 
The discarded tea leaves were a source of 
much wonder on the part of the women 
who saw them being thrown out. and the 
row of houses became known as Tea lane. 


A Flower-Lover. 


Chatting with the lodgekeeper at. Kil- 
kenny Castle recently, I learnt that Lady 
Ossorv, who has just returned from a 
world tour, is extremely fond of flowers. 
Not only are the rooms of her home con- 
tinually filled with beautiful blooms from 
the castle gardens and hot-houses, but I 
was interested to see flowers and foliage 
painted on the walls of several rooms in 
this historic old castle. Leaves, flowers 
and trees in an all-over design on a buff 
background make a most refreshing and 
pleasant mural decorative scheme in the 
small dining-room, which is used when the 
family are alone. I liked especially the 
quaint rushwood bird cages painted 
among the greenery, and the comfortable- 
looking dado of fringed crimson plush 
above. In the bedrooms the designs are 
lighter, sprays of leaves and growing 
flowers only being painted tg about a 
height of two feet, three feet or so from 
the floor. with an appropriate dado above 
of interlaced ribbon work. I believe it 
took a Dublin artist several months to 
carry out Lady Ossory’s beautiful and 
original idea of wall-decoration.

AN AIR-PORT. 


The site of Belfast’s proposed airport is 
admirably situated near the city and oil 
dépéts, and also the Musgrave Channel, 
so that it can be adopted for seaplanes 
as well as aeroplanes. At present aero- 
planes arriving in Northern Ireland have 
to proceed to Aldergrove, about twenty- 
five miles from Belfast, but the new aero- 
drome will effect a saving in time of ncarly 
three-quarters of an hour for air travellers. 
An Ulster Aero Club has been formed in 
Belfast, and it is expected that the 
members of the club will utilise the 
facilities provided at the new air-port. 
A daily air service has been inaugurated 
between Belfast and Glasgow, and there 
is a possibility of this being extended to 


Dublin in the near future, so that the 


establishment of an air-port at Belfast is 
a necessity. 


THE NEW LAW COURTS. 


An outstanding event this week was the

. — for Northern Ireland. No changes 
in the 


overnment of Ireland in the last 
decade have been more far-reaching than 
those relating to the administration of the 
law. The old legal system, which had its 
headquarters in Dublin, has been so 
altered that a whole new legal system has 
been established in the North. The 
original Act provided for an all-Ireland 
Court of Appeal, but subsequent. develop- 
ments have made the division complete. 
So far as the Noyth?fis concerned, the 
change has had the effect of cheapening 
and expediting justice.

THE NEW DUTIES. 


A number of financial resolutions submitted 
by the Minister for Finance were agreed to. 
One imposed a duty of 50 per cent. 
ad valorem on toothorushes.. Another im- 
posed a duty of 50 per cent, (534 preferential) 
on empty containers, made wholly or mainly 
of pasteboard, cardboard, millbeard, or 
similar material; and on dry batteries and 
component parts (other than -carbon rods, 
brass caps, and brass*sockets).

STILLORGAN RESERVOIRS. 


‘The situation at present is becoming 
very serious,’’ he continued. ‘* There is in 
Rioundwood Reservoirs an abundant supply 
of water, but the demands of the city have 
become so great that it is impossible with 
tae existing system of pipe lines to bring 
to the service reservoirs at Stillorgan a 
eee quantity of water to keep them 

ed. 

“The city is supplied directly from 
Stillorgan, not from Roundwood. The 
reservoirs at Stillorgan are capable of con- 
taining 160 million gallons, « Fifteen 
nullion gallons per day would be a normal 
consumption for the population supplied 
from these reservoirs, but at the present 
time 17; million gallons are being used. 
The result is that it is not possible to 
keep up the supply of water in the service 
reservoirs, and, unless’ heed is taken of 
the warning which I now give, it is only 
a question of time until the city would be 
left without water in the Stillorgan reser- 
voirs. 

‘ Although these reservoirs are capable 
of holding 160 million gallons, at the 
present time, in consequence of the high 
consumption of water, there are only 116 
million gallons, and we are losing. water 
at the rate of 34 million gallons per week. 
Thus it is only a question of arithmetic 
to know how soon a serious crisis would 
arise in respect of Dublin's water supply.

LTHOUGH the Abbey Players have now 
returned from their tour in the United 
States, it will be some weeks yet before 

we see them on their own stage, for they are 
naturally in need of a rest after a long and 
varied tour. We have geen so little of these 
fine actors during the last two years that one 
hopes they will not be sent off on their 
travels again for some time: although it may 
seem ungracious to raise the point, there is a 
danger that these American tours may be 
overdone, 

Nobody wishes to minimise what they have 
been doing across the Atlantic. ‘‘ We have 
brought Ireland ”” (as one of the members 
said on his return) “into places which had 
never heard of Ireland before’’—and this is 
not the stage-Ireland of an earlier generation, 
but, as we believe, the real Ireland of our 
own age. More than this, they have shown 
the world what the Irish theatre is doing, 
and one has only to read the American 
critiques to see that its achievement is recog- 
nised, Wherever the Abbey Players have been 
they have attracted attention, sometimes by 
the subject-matter of the plays themselves, 
and sometimes by their tradition of acting, 
which is so different from the stereotyped 
manner of the commercial stage. As am- 
bassadors for Ireland, nobody could have 
asked more of them. 


A PROLONGED ABSENCE, 


It is only right that our playwrights and 
actors should go beyond Dublin for their 
audiences, but there is another side to the 
question. There have now been two Ameri- 
can tours in two consecutive years; the com- 
pany left for New York early in October, 
1931, reopened in Dublin on the last day of 
the following May, left again for America 
four months later, and have only just re- 
turned. In other words, in the period of 
twenty months from October, 19351, to the 
present date, the Abbey Players have been 
absent for sixteen months. Duit that time 
the theatre has sometimes been filled by the 
No. 2 Company, sometimes by visiting com- 
panies of varying orders of merit, and, very 
cften, not filled at all. 

An almost continuous absence of two years 
ig not as it should be. The Abbey Theatre 
is the centre of our dramatic life in Dublin, 
we look to it (from our own, perhaps, selfish 
point of view) to provide us with fine plays, 
finely acted, and we should like to see more 
of our actors than we have been able to do 
in the few months at the end of the summer 
season, In short, “the Abbey ”’ stands in our 
minds for first-class drama, and _ first-class 
drama has been the exception during the 
last twenty months rather than the rule. 

This is not to belittle the No. 2 Company, 
who have done very well. We should, in 
fact, have welcomed more frequent appear- 
ances from them; a little more practice seems 
likely to develop such players as Miss Ann 
Clery and Miss Dorothy Clement into really 
fine actresses. But at present we have only 
one Maureen Delany and one Eileen Crowe, 
and the best way to provide for their suc- 
cessors is to allow them to play with the 
principal company rather than by themselves. 


THE PLAYWRIGHTS. 


Another aspect of the matter is that pro- 
longed absence of the actors does not do 
justice to the playwrights. Without the 
talent. (and, above ali, the teamwork) of the 
principal company, a new play cannot be 
presented as it should. Several new dramas 
were staged during the past, season, and, 
though it must be admitted that the second 
company made an extraordinarily good hand 
of “Drama at Inish,” one could not, help 
thinking that such plays as “ Wrack” did 
not really get a fair chance of being judged 
on their true merits. i ae 

Too much touring (besides depriving the 
public of fine acting) does not seem to be 
good for the theatre itself, and it is for 
this reason one hopes that these American 
visits will not be allowed to develop into too 
much of a habit. “Nobody would grudge a 
visit once every five years or so, but any- 
thing more frequent than that is likely to 
cause & nounced Aiatus in the Abbey's 
home activities. | :

FOOD CONTAMINATION. 
a Ama 


In a circular to all sanitary authorities in 
the Irish Free State, the Secretary of the 
Department of Local Government and Public 
Health draws attention to the marked in- 
crease of mortality from diarrhea and 
enteritis among infants under two years of 
age, which invariably occurs during thr, 
months of August, September and October. 

It is stated that diarrheal diseases are 
attributable to food contamination arising 
from disregard of cleanliness in the house- 
hold and in municipal sanitary arrangements, 
from the agency of flies as carriers of infec- 
tion, and from an unwholesome milk supply. 
Samtary authorities are advised not pa to 
insist on domestic cleanliness, but to help 
by securing the frequent removal of accumu- 
lations of refuse and filth, which would have 
the effect of preventing tha breeding of flies. 
All practical measures should be taken for 
the destruction of house flies in order to 
prevent the contamination of food. 

Regarding milk, which forms an important 

part of the infant’s diet, the circular sug- 
gests that strict attention should be paid 
to the observance of cleanliness among 
milkers, and recommends that the practice 
of leaving unconvered vessels outside houses 
for the purpose of receiving the milk supply 
should be discontinued. 
_ In districts where a child welfare scheme 
is in a the Free State Minister for 
Local Government and Public Health recom- 
mends that the organisation should be used 
for giving suitable warnings to mothers of 
young babies regarding diarrheal diseases, 
and states that it is desirable that samples 
of milk should be submitted for bacterio- 
logical examination from time to time.

SCHEME NOT BEING CORRECTLY 
INTERPRETED BY THE CLUBS. 


By J. P. R 


OOKING through the returns from the 
[. clubs since the opening of the com- 
petitive year one is struck by the 
number of winners whose scores in the medal 
competitions were in the sixties. Even in a 
mixed open foursomes the other day the 
winners went round in a nett sixty-six, and 
as for the fourballer the scores are really 
astonishing. 

At Clontarf the captaip’s prize (thirty- six 
holes) was won with two sixty-sevens; 
the captain’s prize at Royal Dublin went to a 
sixty-eight; in the captain s prize at Mill- 
town four up was no good whatever, the 
winner handing in a card of five up; and as 
for the competitions in the areas outside 
Dublin the position is even more interesting. 

Needless to say there is nothing wrong so 
far as the winners are concerned; their han- 
dicans are allotted by the committees of their 
clubs, they play on them, and that is the 
end of it. But there is something radically 
wrong ‘with a system which renders it utterly 
impossible for the low- handicap golfer playing 
in & competition to get anywhere near the 
long-handicap player in the important com- 
petitions in his club. 

What chance, with the position as it is, has 
a scratchman, or even a player on a handica 
of six, of reaping the reward of his good golf 
in fixtures like the captain's prize when scores 
regularly range from sixty-six to sixty-eight ? 
He may be playing well to his handicap, 
and yet be right out of it; he has no chance 
whatever, Be the only consolation he has 's 
that he knows he has helped to swell the 
sweépstukes for the winner and the runner-

THE NEW ASSESSMENT. 


In the course of a letter on the collection 
of Excess Profits Duty, Mr. J. J. Wyse, 
Secretary, Saorstat Taxpayers’ Association, 
says:—As an outcome of the “drive” for 
E.P.D. launched against traders who could 
not be charged with fraud or wilful neglect, 
this Association was formed to protect the 
legitimate rights of taxpayers. It has no con- 
nection with Cumann na nGaedheal or any 
other political party. 

In defending his re-imposition of excess pro- 
fits duty, the Minister stated that after the 
change over in 1922, the Free State Ex- 
chequer found itself under the obligation to 
meet very heavy claims by taxpayers for re- 
payment of income tax, and that the amount 
of income tax repaid to the United Kingdom 
Exchequer between April 1, 1922, and March, 
1932, was estimated at £2,500,000. If any 
sums aggregating this sum have been repaid 
to the United Kingdom Exchequer the. exact 
sums must be known to the Revenue Depart- 
ment. Why then an estimated amount? 
Why not estimate it at £10,000,000? But 
what are the facts? The net receipts of in- 
come tax into the Saorstat Exchequer from 
1923-1924 to 1929-1930 smounted to 
j £30,751,170, and the Budget estimates for the 
-same tax for the same period. amounted to 
*£27,580,000—a surplus of £3,157,000, after 
paying all demands for overpayments and re- 


any, during the period. When the Minister 
states that repayments cf income tax to the 
British Exchequer for the years 1921-22 have 
been made up to March, 1952, it is obvious 
that someone in the Revenue Department has 
been is tardy i 

In reference to Excess Profits Duty in the 
same period, the assessed arrears of this tax 
outstanding in 1924, together with all new 
assessments made up to 3lst March, 1930, 
amounted to £1,568,917. The net receipts 
£548,154, together with set-offs £2,508, dis- 
charges 871, and repayments £171,000, 
amounted to £1,566,543, which shows an over- 
plus of £197,626 of Excess Profits Duty, 
for which neither the British Government 
or Saorstat Government made any assessments 
at all. Perhaps the Minister or the Revenue 
Commissioners can the discrepancy, 
It is clear that Excess Profits Duty is now 
to be assessed on every person who happered 
to be in business in the years 1914/’21, and 
on persons who have succeeded to a business 
which operated in those years, whether by 
yurchase or otherwise. ven the fact of 
aving paid Excess Profits Duty years ago 
is no protection from a fresh demand at tne 
whim of any inspector of taxes. 
It is ridiculous for the Minister te state 
that the taxpayers dealt with by the 1926 
Act were the smaller people. On his own 
statement the cases dealt with im the four 
years ended 3lst- March, 1932, yielded £2,000 
ner he on an average, whereas the present 
batch is “‘estimated’’ to yield £1, per 
person on the average. The persons now to 
e dealt with are, with very few exceptions, 
people who have, after years of hard work, 
acecrmulated savings ranging from £2,000. to 
£8.00G, and who are in most cases not liable 
for Excess Profits Duty at all, but who wiil 
be compelled to spend from £200 to £506 on 
accountants’ fees just to prove it so,
